TIJUANA — University of San Diego 
students contributed both money and 
muscle to build a home for a Tijuana 
family of 16 last weekend. 

The Lenten project was directed by the 
university's Campus Ministry Office, 
program coordinator Mary Ellen Pitard 
said. 

The 23 students also distributed rice 
and beans to area residents and gave 
candy to the children. 

**You don’t see food in the houses,’’ 
Pitard noted. 

Students quickly grabbed hammers 
and nails to begin building the 20-foot by 
20-foot dwelling that has a concrete slab 
floor, sloping roof, three windows and 
two doors. Bunk beds were attached to 
inside walls. 

Located in the Loma Bonita district, 
the building will provide sleeping quarters 
for Virginia Miranda de Lopez’s seven 
sons. Miranda, her husband, 12 children, 
a granddaughter and a niece had been 
sleeping in a 12-by-15, windowless room 
built with scraps of lumber.

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21 minister 
to inmates 
at MCC

SAN DIEGO — Chaplains at the 
Metropolitan Correctional Center are 
called to absorb some of the inmates’ hurt 
and helplessness and sustain them during 
the trauma of imprisonment, according to 
pastoral care guidelines used at the 
institution. 

Both clergy and lay Catholics have 
responded to this challenge. Those who 
minister here regularly include two 
priests, a deacon and 18 laypersons, said 
Father Elpidio Quinton, full-time senior 
chaplain. He estimates that 75 percent of 

‘the federal facility’s 700. inmates are 
Catholics. Father Quinton heads the 
pastoral care department which ministers 
to the spiritual needs of all the inmates.

“*T convey the universal concern of the 
church as a caring and loving communi- 
ty,’ he said. ‘‘I make myself visible with 
a ministry of presence.”’ 

This became apparent as he left a Bible 
study in the women’s quarters one even- 
ing. One stopped him in the hall to ask 
prayers for her brother. 

Father Quinton celebrates five Masses 
each week, administers the sacraments of 
Reconciliation and the Eucharist, con- 
ducts a weekly Bible study and counsels 
inmates. 

The chaplain coordinates religious ser- 
vices provided by clergy of other faiths. 
He also supervises volunteers who minis- 
ter at MCC and acquaints them with pol- 
icies of the institution at annual orienta- 
tion meetings. 

Father Quinton sometimes functions as 
an intermediary between inmates and 
their families. When the inmates want a 
message delivered to their relatives, he 
asks members of the St. Vincent De Paul 
Society at Holy Family parish to make the 
contact. 

“Inmates have the same basic needs as 
others,’’ he said. There is a need to reach 
out to them.”’ 


The fifth floor common area serves as a 
chapel for weekly Wednesday evening 
‘Masses celebrated by Father Quinton. 
Deacon Nick Santiago assists at these 
liturgies. ,

Cardinal Manning to take part in Jubilee Mass 


ALCALA PARK — Cardinal Timothy Manning will 
be among those taking part in next weekend’s special 
Jubilee Mass at St. Joseph Cathedral, organizers have 
announced. 

The Mass is scheduled for Sunday, April 5, at 2 p.m. 

It will honor Bishop Leo T. Maher for his 25 years as a 
bishop, and the Diocese of San Diego for its 50 years of 
service as a diocese. 

Cardinal Manning, who directed the Archdiocese of 
Los Angeles for 15 years before retiring in 1985, will serve 
as a presider of the Mass. 

Other presiders will be Archbishop Eugenio Sharbaro, 
the apostolic pro-nuncio to Malawi and Zambia; 
Archbishop Jerome Prigione, the apostolic delegate to 


Mexico, and Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles. 

Thirty archbishops and bishops from throughout the 
western United States and Mexico will also concelebrate 
the Mass. This group will include Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco and Bishop Phillip F. Straling of 
San Bernardino. Both men are former auxiliary bishops 
of San Diego. 

Most of California’s bishops and auxiliary bishops have 
announced plans to attend, as have the bishops of Juneau, 
Alaska; Portland, Ore.; Cheyenne, Wyo.; Colorado 
Springs and Tucson. : 

Mexico will also be well-represented. In addition to 
Bishop Emilio C. Berlie of Tijuana, the Mexican 
contingent will include bishops from Hermosillo, La Paz, 


Ciudad Obregon, Mexicali and Tlalnepantla. 
Also concelebrating the Jubilee Mass will be more than 
225 diocesan priests. 


Father Peter Escalante, who is organizing the event, 
said Deacons Frank DeMoor, Ken Montoya and Michael 
Early will be deacons of the Mass. 


A special liturgy has been prepared by Father Michael 
Smith and the Office of Liturgy and Prayer.

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Reader reacts to 
Kar] Rahner and 
‘new theology’ 


The Southern Cross column, ‘‘Masses for the masses’’ in 
the issue of March 6, does not present a full picture of 
Catholic theologian Karl Rahner. 

In 1939, Father Rahner created a tremendous tumult 
in Austria. He did likewise in Germany from 1939-42. 
When Pope Pius XII published an encyclical, ‘‘Mystici 
Corporis,’’ which condemned false ideas being spread 
about the church, it was aimed at Father Rahner. 

Modernists such as Father Rahner claimed there was 
no Adam. This ignored the 
fact Christ had referred to 
himself as the second Adam. 
And, following this logic, if 
there was no Adam, there 
was no original sin. So there is no need for redemption. 

In his many seductive works, Father Rahner wrote that 
““Love, Love, Love’’ was the solution to all the problems 
of life. It sounds good, but don’t be deceived. He wants 
everyone to be his own person, giving vent to all instincts 
and inclinations, without worrying about the old- 
fashioned ‘church rules and regulations. 

Father Rahner also claimed that God and man are the 
same thing, one entity. Consequently, he claimed you 
need not worship the eucharist, because God is within 


you. 
This is the ‘‘new theology.’’ Very confusing, 
ambiguous, drawing on some truths to make it 


palpable. Unfortunately, it appeals to man’s weakness, 
his sensuality, pride and sloth.

Occasionally this column will address matters of political 
nature, and I am no novice when it comes to this field. I 
have the scars to prove I’m a veteran. As far as we can 
tell, I am the only priest in the history of California who 
has run for an elective office and served out the full term. 

Some years ago I ran for a place on the school board of 
the Poway Unified School District. I won with such an 
overwhelming vote that it nearly was as much as the 
combined votes of the men who came in second and third. 
About 5,000 people voted for me. 

I did not choose to run for re-election because the 
parish was growing so fast that I did not feel I had the 
time to visit at least one public school in the district each 
week. 

Still it was a wonderful experience. It started with a 
campaign manager, Mrs. Claire Bugado, and road 
manager, Mrs. Barbara Weinandy, who arranged for me 
to give a speech at the drop of a hat. Wherever a handful 
of people gathered, I was there with the speech. With a 
little prompting, I could still give it. I gave it almost 50 
times in two months. 

We also mailed letters and flyers, had a billboard and 
bumper stickers and matches — a full blown campaign. I 
also know the agony of raising money for a political 
campaign, since ‘‘money is the mother’s milk of a 
political campaign!’’ But I enjoyed every minute of the 
campaign. 

Serving the five-year term was another matter. Board 
meetings can be exciting, especially if there is a school 
boundary change. But they can also be boring, plain and 
simple. 

The Poway Unified School District covers about 100 
square miles, including the City of Poway, Rancho 
Bernardo and Rancho de los Penasquitos. I met many 
fine people (and some absolute bores). I had the 
exceptional opportunity of bringing the presence of the 
church into many areas where they had never before met 
a priest. 

However, many people could not accept the distinction 
between Charles Dollen, citizen and voter, and Father 
Charles Dollen, the pastor of St. Gabriel’s.

I come from a family that has always been politically 
aware. My father was into politics in New York State 
when FDR was governor. My mother voted in 1920, the 
first year women were allowed to vote. She has voted in 
every election for which she was qualified. My brothers 
and I have always done the same. 


The biggest and best thing about serving on the school 
board was making the opportunity of visiting at least one 
school a week. I came to know the principals and teachers 
quite well. At first, they were very suspicious of my visits: 
“‘What’s he looking for?’’ After a while, they came to 
realize that I was there to back up and support their 
efforts. 


I also came to realize what an exceptional school district 
we have in Poway. I am never surprised when we win 
state and national honors. These teachers are a real 
treasure. They earn every penney they make, and they 
deserve more. 


So, I am very proud that I had this experience, both as 
an educator and as an American citizen. But I can also 
realize the wisdom of Pope John Paul’s decree that priests 
should not serve in elective office, even a non-partisan 
one like a school board. 


Church and state should cooperate for the good of the 
people who are members of both bodies, but the friendly 
separation of church and state is the best thing for both. 
Priests do not make good politicians, and politicians do 
not make good priests. 


And as American citizens, let us vote wisely and well 
every time we have the opportunity. What a privilege it 
is!

Lenten spirit fills pastoral 


When the bishops of the world assembled together for 
the Second Vatican Council, they produced two 
documents on the church: one theological and one 
pastoral. 


In the pastoral constitution of the church in the modern 
world the following statement was made: ‘‘It is the task of 
the church in the world today to stand as the sign and 
safeguard of the transcendent dignity of the human 
person.’’ They have thereby proclaimed the dignity and 
rights of the human person a religious task. Therein lies 
the rationale for the recent statements of the U.S. bishops 
on peacemaking, the economy, capital punishment, 
abortion, and other social justice issues. 


For the Christian, the human person should be the 
clearest sign of God’s presence in the world. The dignity 
of the human person is the cornerstone of the social 
ministry of the church. Each individual and unique 
person is a sharer in the creativity of God and brother or 
sister of ours in Christ. 


The apostolic church and subsequent ages were very 
sensitive to this reality and strove to impress on the faith 
community the practical implications of our unity in 
creation and in Christ. 

In the pastoral letter on Catholic social teaching and the 
U.S. economy we read, ‘“The first step in shaping new 
economic arrangements is the development of a new 


cultural consensus that the basic economic conditions of 
human welfare are essential to human dignity and are due 
persons by right’’ (Para. 81). 


This statement calls for extensive dialogue and 
reflection as we address the very practical, controversial 
issues of welfare/workfare, underemployment, 
marginalization of health and other employment benefits, 
union versus open shops, participatory management and 
other such issues. 


During the Lenten season, we are accustomed to 
prayer, sacrifice and almsgiving. This year we need to 
pray for economic justice, sacrifice our time and 
preconceptions in an effort to deepen our understanding 
of economic a:.d social justice, and engage in almsgiving 
not as a work of charity but as a beginning step of 
empowerment for the poor. The Peace and Justice 
Commission of the diocese is ready to assist your parish 


community in discernment of ‘‘Economic Justice for 
All.”’

Miranda’s husband earns $2 to $3 a 
day doing salvage work at a nearby 
dump. Many of the 55 families residing in 
Loma Bonita earn their living this way, 


said Miranda, who serves as president of © 
the area’s Catholic community. 


Building materials used for the project 
were purchased with student donations, 
Pitard said. 

‘‘Normally, we never take up 
collections during student Masses held in 
Founder’s Chapel,’’ she explained. But to 
raise the $2,000 needed for the hillside 
house in Tijuana, collections have been 
taken during the Lenten Sunday liturgies. 
Half the needed funds were raised in a 
few weeks. 

The decision to build was made after 
Pitard and Father Michael McKay, USD 
Campus Ministry director, had visited 
needy areas of Tijuana with members of 
Esperanza, an ecumenical organization 
that recruits. groups to help the city’s

Hecérarva members accompany 
project sponsors to potential construction 
sites, said Al McAlister of Esperanza. He 
and Marty Martinez went with the USD 
group. 

Martinez also belongs to St. James 
Mission Circle in Solana Beach. For eight 
years, this parish group has worked to 
provide homes for Tijuana’s needy. Two 
years ago, members helped establish 
Esperanza in order'to involve more 
persons in the house-building effort. 

Jose Gonzalez, a Mexican lay 
missionary who has worked with 
Tijuana’s poor for 12 years, plays a major 
role in selecting house recipients, Pitard 
explained. The family chosen must agree 
to care for and live in the facility, she 
added. 


The Tijuana missionary purchases the 
lumber required for each of these Tijuana 
dwellings. He also makes certain a 
cement foundation is ready before each 
construction team arrives. 

A stipend from St. James Mission 
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Circle enables him to minister in six areas 
like Loma Bonita,: Gonzalez said. He 
conducts Bible study, para-liturgies and 
helps provide food to the people living in 
these communities, which are plagued by 
misery, sickness and poverty. 

Gonzalez was instrumental in helping 
Loma Bonita residents build a chapel with 
lumber salvaged from the dump. 

It took seven months to put up four 
walls and a roof on the Chapel of Santo 
Santiago (Saint James), where a priest 
celebrates Mass every two weeks, 
Miranda said. Next, residents hope to 
construct a bell tower and sacristy and 
install windows. 


Last ‘Saturday, residents were 
overjoyed with the addition of an altar for 
the chapel. Parishioners from St. Philip 
Benizi Church in Fullerton donated the 
altar, along with food, to the community. 

Gonzalez hopes to provide a medical 
dispensary, school and children’s park to 
the area. 


“‘We’re simple people,’’ Miranda said. 
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She is grateful to the USD students 
because they have helped make her 
family’s life more comfortable. 

Miranda said area _ residents 
desperately need clothing, adding that her 
children have had to look for clothes in the 
dump. ° 


‘*The people in Tijuana are proud of 
the little they have. They’re warm, caring 
people,’’ Pitard said. 

The visit to Loma Bonita changed her 
life. ‘‘I promised myself I would not 
complain about anything again — 
especially money,”’ she said. 


Although only six persons are needed 
to build a house, USD students were 
quick to volunteer for the task. Some were 
turned away, Pitard said. 

Unlike other projects, students 
attended all meetings that dealt with the 
house-building, she added.

Priests, volunteers bring church to MCC

At a recent Mass there, the deacon con- 
verted a round table into the altar, on 
which he placed a statue of Our Lady of 
Grace. 

Twenty-three male Hispanic material 
witnesses, most wearing rosaries around 
their necks, filled the room. 

All joined in the entrance song, ‘‘Dios 
esta aqui’’ (God is here), which set the 
quiet, reverent tone of the Spanish litur- 
gy. An inmate accompanied on a guitar. 

Three of them delivered the readings 
and responsorial psalm as the assembly 
responded by using a pamphlet contain- 
ing prayers for the day. 

In his homily Deacon Santiago ex- 
plained the Gospel reading from the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. He stressed the im- 
portance of ‘‘forgiving your brother be- 
fore offering your gift at the altar.”’ 

Most of the men received the Euchar- 
ist; then knelt before the altar before re- 
turning to their chairs. 

The celebration ended with a song of 
praise and a round of applause. 

Why do the inmates participate? 

A 25-year-old man from Tijuana told 
the Southern Cross he attends liturgies twice 
a week because he ‘‘enjoys the Mass. God 
is in me and I’m with him.”’ 

Another inmate said he was moved by 
the homily, prayers and singing. 

On Sundays the chaplain celebrates 
three Masses in the sixth floor chapel, 
each attended by some 30 inmates. He 
said that about one-third of MCC’s Cath- 
olic population participate at Mass

Four colorful banners with Spanish 
phrases brighten the chapel walls. One 
reads: ‘“To whom everything is lost, God 
still remains.’’ Bookcases filled with 
Spanish and English translations of the 
Bible line the walls. Inmates can take the 
Bibles to their cells and keep them when 


they leave the facility, Father Quinton.

The chapel is also used for services con- 
ducted by other denominations. 


Bible studies 


The Catholic lay volunteers poadart 
weekly nondenominational Bible studies 
and prayer groups at MCC. 

Emma Lee Phelan teaches Scripture to 
women in the 10th floor common area. 
Recently, the nine who attended seemed 
totally absorbed in her instruction, 

The volunteer used New Testament 
verses to explain the theme of salvation, 
which she said was synonymous with de- 
liverance and healing. 

“‘Jesus will deliver you from anger, re- 
sentment and worry,”’ she said. ‘‘When 
you’re under the Spirit, you are free. We 
come into freedom by faith, which comes 
from hearing the word of God.’’ 

Phelan stressed that God does not 
always heal directly, but also ‘‘uses doc- 
tors and psychologists. He uses you to 
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give compassion ia ioec! We’: re all one 
in Christ Jesus.”’ 

Phelan follows her teaching with a 
prayer session, including petitions for in- 
dividual needs. 

She is accompanied by Jerry Johnson 
of St. Brigid parish, who said he “‘feels a 
tremendous amount of joy in sharing Je- 
sus with the women.”’ 


An 18-year-old Catholic inmate in the 
group said the Bible study helps her toler- 
ate the confinement. Others in the group 
concurred. 


One woman expressed enthusiasm in- 


‘learning about the Lord’s love and 
caring.”’ 

Deacon Santiago’s approach to teach- 
ing Scripture is more indirect. He asks 
participants to describe ‘‘how the Lord 
entered their lives. That tells me where to 
start,’’ he said. The deacon also selects 
biblical passages to answer the inmates’ 
questions. 


Most of the Bible studies and prayer 
groups are conducted in Spanish to ac- 
commodate the large percentage of His- 
panics. When necessary, English- 
speaking volunteers ask inmates to trans- 
late their messages into Spanish, Father 
Quinton said. 


Call to prison ministry 


What draws these volunteers to an en- 
vironment most people avoid? 

Deacon Santiago said his call to prison 
ministry preceded his vocation to the 
diaconate. 

Five years ago when he and his wife 
were visiting their son in an Arizona pris- 
on, he became acquainted with a member 
of the Hells Angels, who had protected his 
son from prison violence. He had no visit- 
ors until Santiago started to see him reg- 
ularly. ‘‘I felt drawn to prison ministry 
then,”’ he said. 

Phelan, a member of All Hallows 
parish, said she was led to this apostolate 
nearly a decade ago. 

While attending a diocesan-sponsored 
seminar on Scripture, she heard a nun at 
her table talking about prisons. She later 
called the Sister who advised her to join 
this ministry. The. next week she began 
teaching a group of 14 women at MCC. 

‘‘When the Lord opens the door to 
ministry, he anoints the one called,’’ Phe- 
lan said. 

An unusual series of events led Morris 
and Pidge Grunkemeier to the doors of 


MCC. 
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The couple came to San Diego from 
Yakima, Wash., to have the heater in 
their motor home repaired by the Chula 
Vista~ company that manufactured it, 
Pidge said. 

They met Jenny Murphy, who regular- 
ly visited a prison in Tijuana. Soon the 
Grunkemeiers took over her ministry and 
continued it for six years. 

Pidge said they later joined the Legion 
of Mary at St. John of the Cross parish 
and began driving a nun to MCC where 
she ministered. ‘‘I felt the Lord saying, 
‘This is for you.’ ”’ 

She and her husband have conducted 
Bible studies for women there the past six 
years. 


Positive results 


Father Quinton and the volunteers said 
they find their efforts at the facility 
affirmed. 

“‘T see a lot of tears, a manifestation of 
conversion,”’ the chaplain said. 

Deacon Santiago said the Mass influ- 
ences the lives of those who attend. 


‘“They see hope in having the Lord come 


to them’’ when they are isolated from 
their families. 


Edwin Gonzalez, a correction officer 
who supervises the men during Masses, 
said these gatherings enable them to re- 
lease their tension and relax. 

Johnson noted a dramatic change in 
one Bible study participant. ‘‘One girl 
made Jesus the center of her life . . . and 
found strength and inner peace with her 
family and her struggle in prison. Others 
have come to know Jesus and read the 
Bible more,’’ he said. 

“‘T have seen miracles at MCC,”’ Pidge 
Grunkemeier said. 


An ex-inmate who had attended her Bi- 
ble study told her ‘‘she had found peace in 
the Lord.’’ Although she spends over half 
of. her monthly $500 housekeeping in- 
come on rent,’’ she goes to work 
singing,’’ Pidge said. 

A few weeks ago a woman at MCC in- 
formed her that 10 inmates were praying 
the rosary every night. 

Despite such testimonies, some clergy 
believe the presence of the Catholic 
Church at MCC can be made even more 
visible. 

Father Quinton sees a need to extend 
support services to families of the 
inmates. 

Deacon Santiago said more bilingual 
volunteers are needed to minister in 
Spanish.

VATICAN CITY — The September papal visit to the 
United States will not be a fingerpointing exercise at 
specific deficiencies of the U.S.church, according to a 
delegation of cardinals and bishops visiting the Vatican in 
March to plan the trip. 

The delegation also set the stage for a major meeting in 
late 1988 between U.S. church officials, Pope John Paul 
II and high-level Vatican authorities to discuss 
substantive issues that divide U.S. Catholics and that 
have caused tensions between the U.S. church and the 
Vatican. ; 

The March meetings were to inform the pope “‘on the 
situation of the church in the U.S. as it pertains to the 
pastoral visit,’’ said a Vatican press release March 21 
after the meetings ended. 

The purpose was to provide ‘‘good background’’ for 


’ the pope so that he will ‘‘be able to have dialogue and be 


able also to tailor his own talks, his own statements’’ to 
the U.S. reality, said Archbishop John May of St. Louis, 
president of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
at the end of the meetings. 

“‘T don’t look forward to any specific fingerpointing at 
any one of the special abuses’’ such as dissent by some 
U.S. Catholics on church teachings regarding birth 
control, divorce and in vitro fertilization, said Cardinal 
John Krol of Philadelphia. 

The bishops ‘‘do not expect the Holy Father to come

and say there are ‘X’ things wrong with the church in 
your country and here’s what you’ve got to do to set them 
right. It doesn’t work that way,’’ said Archbishop Daniel 
Pilarczyk of Cincinnati, NCCB vice president. 

The pope also was informed that there might be anti- 
papal demonstrations during the trip but “‘this was not a 
major point discussed,’’ said Cardinal Joseph Bernardin 
of Chicago. ‘‘We do not see this as a major problem,”’ he 
added. 

The pope is used to protest demonstrations from trips 
to other countries, said Cardinal Bernardin. 

Cardinals Bernardin and Krol and Archbishops May 
and Pilarczyk were part of the 20-member U.S. 
delegation. They spoke for the delegation at a March 21 
Vatican press conference. 

The meetings were held March 18, 20 and 21 with the 
pope and high-ranking Vatican officials. They included 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of state and 
the official primarily responsible for handling relations 
with national hierarchies, and Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, head of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. 

U.S. delegation members said the meeting was limited 
to the papal trip and did not involve specific issues that 
divide U.S. Catholics or have caused tensions between 
U.S. and Vatican officials such as disciplinary actions 
against Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle and 
moral theologian Father Charles Curran. 

“This was not that kind of meeting,’’ said Cardinal 
Bernardin. The delegation did not propose specific plans 


“‘to deal with tensions that exist,’’ said Archbishop 
Pilarczyk. ‘‘It was not our purpose in coming to present 
the Holy See with an objective plan of action,’’ he added. 

The U.S. delegation also concelebrated Mass with the 
pope before the meetings and had lunch with him at the 
end of the sessions. 


The lunch “‘ended in a songfest,’’ said Archbishop 
May. 

The meetings prepared the way for a broader-based 
meeting between U.S. and Vatican church officials next 
year, similar to a 1986 summit meeting between top-level 
Brazilian bishops and the Vatican to discuss tension- 
causing problems, said Archbishop May. The pope called 
the March sessions a ‘‘mini-meeting,”’ Archbishop May 
said. i _ 

““He said he would hope that after the ad limina 
conferences next year for the American bishops that their 
might be such a larger meeting,’’ he added. 

Heads of dioceses are required to make ad limina visits 
to the pope every five years to report on the status of their ~ 
dioceses. The Brazilian summit was held after the 
country’s bishops finished their ad limina visits. 


The idea of a Brazilian-style meeting ‘‘has been 
presented from various sources,’’ said Archbishop May. 

“The Brazilian bishops expressed a great satisfaction’’ 
with the results of their meeting, he said. 

“So we thought it might be good. They are 
approximately the same size we are and have a large . 
agenda too,”’ said Archbishop May.

serve poor 
in Tijuana

ESCONDIDO — A recent weekend 
spent serving poor children in Tijuana 
has helped members of Resurrection 
parish’s Youth Group appreciate how 
fortunate they are. 

Through Los Nijios, a nonprofit 
organization that helps needy children in 
Mexican border cities, five youth and two 
adult leaders worked on service projects 
in Tijuana March 13-15, explained 
16-year-old Tricia Stepanek, a 
participant. 

Mike McIntyre, youth minister, was 
among the group. This was the second 
time he has taken part in a Los Nifios 
program. 

Other participants were Kristi Caudle, 
14; Brian Ives, 16; Paul Venisse, 16; Eva 
Shinner, 17; and adult leader Scott Akin. 

Rather than give money to the poor, 
Los Nifios ‘‘teaches them hope for the 
future. They help them build things like 
schools and sponsor nutrition projects,”’ 
Stepanek said. 

‘The organization also distributes food 
to Tijuana’s poor, Caudle added. 

The seven-member ‘group left 
Escondido Friday evening to join other 
participants at Los Nifios headquarters in 
San Ysidro where they spent the night. 

The next morning, they were divided 
into three teams. Each was taken to a 
different site in Tijuana, Stepanek said, 
adding that Los Nijfios is working on 12 
projects in that city. 

One group constructed a new roof for a 
schoolhouse. Another went to La Gloria 
orphanage where some members painted 
a school room while others did arts and

crafts projects with the children. The 
third team went to a ‘‘Saturday school’’ 
where they instructed youngsters.. A full- 
time Los Nifios volunteer accompanies 
each group, McIntyre said. 

Caudle was sent to the orphanage 
where she helped with some of the 55 
children who live there. 

Although she does not speak Spanish, 
Caudle communicated with the children 
by using hand signals. ‘‘When they raised 
their arms, I understood they wanted to 
be held.”’ 

She added that the kids drew three 
pictures of her which she brought home. 

‘The kids there all want to be loved 
and touched,’ said Ives, who had spent a 
previous weekend in a different Tijuana 
orphanage. 

Ives assisted in the painting project at 


‘La Gloria and helped children there draw 


pictures and make hand puppets. 

Akin and Venisse sang and played their 
guitars for the children, Ives said. Even 
though they sang in English, the music 
‘*seemed to mellow the kids out. They’d 
laugh when we’d hit a bad note.”’
